RESOLUTIONS. 

COMPLIMENTARY. 

Resolved, That we sincerely appreciate the Christian kindness of 
the citizens of Slater and tender them our thanks for their elegant 
hospitality. 

Also, That we are grateful to our Brother J. L. Sullens, for his 
earnest efforts in our behalf, which have resulted in making the session 
so exceedingly pleasant and successful in every respect. 

We also recognize most gratefully the courtesies received from 
the various pastors and churches of the city. 

MEMORIAL GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The Southwest Missouri Annual Conference of the M. E. Church 
South, knowing your sense of hon r and justice, and your anxiety to 
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rectify social and legal irregularities, hereby ask your attention to the 
following : 

The present law investing the State schools with the exclusive 
authority to issue teachers’ certificates we think an unreasonable dis- 
crimination against the many institutions for higher education not 
under the control of the state. It is also unjust to the more than 
15,000 pupils and the many alumni of these institutions, individually 
considered. Persons of the broadest culture, if from other institutions, 
must run the gauntlet of institutes for three years to secure a first- 
grade certificate, which is not required of those from state normals. 
We suggest that such class legislation, even though in favor of the 
state’s own institutions, is a tendency that cannot be too strongly 
deprecated. We would remind you that graduates from our state 
institutions must pass approved examinations before practicing law or 
medicine. The teaching profession is of even greater importance, as 
it is the foundation of the other two. We would point out that any 
measure removing in any degree the competitive element from 
preparation for teaching, and tending to form an educational trust, 
even though under control of the state, will eventually operate to the 
stagnation and deterioration of our public school system. 

Your petitioners therefore humbly pray your honorable body for 
such amendment of our statutes as shall leave all institutions of 
learning, and all candidates for teacher’s certificates equal before 
the law. 

PRESIDENT CRAIGHEAD. 

Resolved, That this Conference hereby requests President Craig- 
head to visit our various schools during the year, and to call at the time 
most convenient a convention composed of the representatives of the 
various schools to draft a plan of correlation to be submitted to our 
next annual conference. 

METHODIST BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION. 

Resolved, That the Methodist Benevolent Association of the 
Southwest Missouri Conference be authorized and empowered to look 
after and receive all bequests that may be made in behalf of 
a permanent fund to be used for conference claimants. 
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BOARD OF EDUCATION. 



T our Board of Education have had under consideration the gen- 
eral statement of the aim and policy of the Board of Education of 
the M. E. Church, South, as prepared and sent out by the Board; 
and recommend that this Conference give hearty endorsement and 
co-operation to the General Board in all its purposes, as thus 
expressed. 

In order to complete the organization which they suggest aud to 
facilitate the work in behalf of this important interest of the Church, 
your Board recommended and you adopted last year the following 
constitution. 

1. This Conference shall elect a Conference Secretary of Educa- 
tion, to serve without salary, to whom the several District Boards of 
Education, hereinafter provided for, shall report immediately upon 
their organization. It shall be the duty of the Conference Secretary 
of Education to see that the District Boards be furnished with cata- 
logues of all our institutions, and with all information necessary to the 
prosecution of the work of the District Boards, and to keep a roster 
of teachers desiring situations, and to put them in correspondence 
with the Boards applying for teachers. 

2. This Conference shall also elect a Conference Treasurer of 
Education, to whom all moneys belonging to the Conference Board of 
Education shall be paid, and who shall pay out of the said funds the 
expenses of the Secretary of the Board for stationery, printing, etc., 
and the traveling expenses of members of the District Boards when in 
the discharge of their duties as members of the Board, aud shall pre- 
sent an itemized statement of all moneys received and disbursed bv 
him to the Annual Conference Board of Education, with vouchers 
therefor. 

DISTRICT BOARDS OF EDUCATION. 

Every District Conference shall elect, for a term of two years, 
four laymen, and the Presiding Elder shall appoint three preachers from 
his district, as a District Board of Education. The Presiding Elder 






shall be ex-officio a member of the Board, and he shall have power to 
fill any vacancies occurring in the Board, in the interim of District 
Conferences. He shall call a meeting of the Board for his District in 
the month of April, which shall effect its own organization, and 
report th j same to the Conference Secretary of Education, and lay 
such plans for their work in the District as in their judgment are advi- 
sable. The four laymen upon this Board shall be ex-officio members 
of the District Conference. It shall be the duty of the District 
Boards of Education : 

1. To secure through the pastors of the different charges of the 
District, such facts concerning the number of children and young 
people of our own church of school age, and the facilities for educa- 
tion within their bounds, as shall enable the Church to know the 
needs of our people ; to secure from the Secretary the names of such 
teachers as desire situations, and to do all in their power to supply the 
local needs within the bounds of their several Districts ; to procure 
the names and addresses of such young people as may be induced to 
attend our Academies and Colleges, and to report them to the facul- 
ties ; personally to aid the agents of our schools in whatever way pos- 
sible when canvassing within their bounds ; and to report in writing 
to the District Conference the work of the Board for the year, together 
with the statistics before mentioned. 

2. No student for our ministry shall be admitted to our Acade- 
mies or Colleges, as a beneficiary student, who has not been recom- 
mended to the District Board by the pastor of the charge in which he 
holds his membership, and by the District Board to the faculty of the 
institution which he proposes to enter. When such application is 
made and approved, the District Boards shall diligently enquire what 
amount of aid is absolutely necessary for such applicant to meet 
expenses other than tuition, and shall inform the pastors of the amounts 
expected of their charges, and the pastors shall raise the amounts in 
such way as they shall deem best; and the said amounts, when raised, 
shall be forwarded to the Treasu er of the Conference Board of Edu~ 
cation, with information for whom it is to be used. 

3. No school shall be recommended to the patronage of our peo~ 
pie by the District Conferences that has not secured the approval of 
the District Board of Education. 

GENERAL BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

We have had before us a copy of the Third Annual Report of the 
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General Board of' Education, and the communication from Dr. R. J. 
Bigham which was referred to us by the Conference. 

We rejoice to note the increasing interest throughout the Church 
in the work of the Board, and the progress made in the direction of 
reducing our educational work throughout the church to a well orga- 
nized working system. 

We especially call attention to the movement inaugurated by the 
Board in behalf of Paine Institute at Augusta, Georgia. The 
building of 

HAYGOOD MEMORIAL HALL 

is an undertaking worthy of our great Church, though begun not a 
moment too early in our history, and its completion at an early date 
will demonstrate to the world the genuineness of our interest in the 
great work which it represents, as well as worthily honor the great 
name it bears. 

We note with great pleasure that of the $25,000.00 necessary for 
the completion of this building two members of our church in Missouri 
have pledged each the sum of $1,000.00 

We call attention also to the establishment of a 

TEACHERS’ BUREAU 

in connection with the work of the General Board and we recommend 
that all our preachers take pains to call the attention of teachers, who 
are members of our church, to the work of this Bureau, and also to 
report to this Board any vacancies in Christian schools of which they 
may huve knowledge. 

We have not thought it necessary to ask for an assessment this 
year for the benefit of our local institutions of learning, but we ask 
that the sum of $1,000.00 be assessed upon the Conference ; $600.00 
for Paine and Lane institutes, $228.00 for use of General Board and 
$172.00 for use of the Conference Board. 

We also ask the Presiding Bishop to re-appoint Rev. C. M. Bishop 
as Conference Secretary of Education. 

We have had under careful consideration the Memorial to this 
Conference from the Missouri Annual Conference in reference to the 
correlation of the various schools under the control of our church in 
this state. We heartily concur in the view that all of said schools 
should be under the control and management of one board ; that there 
should be only one college of the highest grade for males, and that the 
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members of said board should be elected by the three annual confer- 
ences of the state ; provided that each of our schools shall be repre- 
sented upon the said Board. 

Central College at Fayette is entering upon a very prosperous era 
in its history. From the reports submitted by the Faculty we gather 
that the past year was an encouraging one, notwithstanding the fact 
that President Dines was unable to perform his duties as president 
because of’ serious sickness. 

The Boards of Curators in June unanimously elected Mr. E. B. 
Craighead, President. He is a native Missourian, an alumnus of 
Central College, and also spent some time both at Vanderbilt and 
Leipsic in special studies. We confidently expect, under Mr. Craig- 
head’s management, that Central will have a large, permanent and sure 
growth. Mr. Webb, a nephew of the famous brothers of the same 
name, at Bellbuckle, Tenn., has charge of the academy. 

During commencement week SI, 000. 00 was contributed by 
friends of the College for the better equipment of the chemical and 
physical labratories. 

Central Female College at Lexington, our school for girls planned 
and erected for the religious and intellectual training of the daughters 
of Missouri Methodism, is meeting the requirements. This school has 
also had a change of president, Prof. A. A. Jones retiring and Rev. 
Z. M. Williams uas elected. The Board of Curators were certainly 
w r ise in their choice of a president. We believe President Williams 
will maintain the good record of the college and materially enlarge 
upon it. 

We are also glad to state that the income of the College last year, 
the hardest in its history, was $15,000.00 

With a good faculty and a fine grade of pupils, this year Central 
Female College ought to have the most successful year of its history. 

Cottev College, a school for girls located at Nevada, had a fine 
opening and bids fair to have the most successful year in its history. 
We thank God for this excellent school and especially for its godly 
and consecrated woman at its head. Developed and consecrated 
womanhood is the benediction this school brings to us. 

Scarritt Collegiate Institute opened with 100 pupils, a splendid 
showing for the conditions of monetary matters. This school has a 
fine faculty, but it needs chemical and physical apparatus. $1,000 
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is needed to pay for lot bought. The Board of Curators declare the 
school to be in a splendid condition. 

Morrisville College has in spite of the hard times, by the blessing 
of God, done well during the past year and has had an auspicious 
opening this year ; an attendance of about 75 is a good opening. 

The Board of Curators recommend the election of the following 
to membership in the Board: S. N. James, W. H. Kelley, B. F. 
Alsup, T, P. Cobb and J, R. Montgomery to fill the places 
of those whose terms expire at this time. This school has given 
quite a number of preachers to the Southwest Missouri Conference, 
and is doing a vast amount of good in that section of the state where 
the school is located. The friends of this school say that they need 
$10,000.00 for a new building. 

Scarritt Bible and Training School, located at Kansas City and 
owned by the Women’s Board of Foreign Mission, has under the 
blessing of God, been a great power for good. 

Many have had and still have the impression that this school will 
not take pupils unless they become missionaries. This is a great 
mistake. Pupils are taken who desire simply to study the Bible that 
they may become better Sunday School workers, indeed better 
workers in every part of God’s heritage to man. We heartily recom- 
mend this school to our people, bespeaking for it their interest and 
prayers 

We recommend the appointment of the usual visiting 
committees.

BIBLE CAUSE SOCIETY. 

It rejoices your committee to report that this old and honored 
institution is still distributing the word of God both at home and in 
the foreign field. 

Yet we are sorry to report that its work has been crippled and its 
hand stayed, for lack of funds. The shrinkage in the gifts of the 
living and the tailing off of legacies make it imperative, to inform the 
friends of the Bible cause, that the appropriations announced, for the 
current year, cannot be paid unless, contributions to its treasury are 
made on a scale, greatly in advance of the past two years. 

The society will be compelled to contract its work, and thus the 
strong arm of the missionary be paralyzed for want of money to 
carry on the good work of printing and distributing the wo»d of God. 

The expenditure during the closing work, exceeded the receipts 
by $77,291.38. This deficiency has been provided for out of the 
remarkably large legacy of the late Mrs. Mary Stewart, of New York. 
We cannot believe that this society, which has done such noble work 
for 80 years, will be allowed to cease its great work for want of friends. 
Let its friends rally to its support, unless they do, the result will be 
deplorable. Our own Conference for the past years has only given 
the sum of $197.00. This is a small amount to come from our great 
Conference. We believe that this is the result of carelessness on the 
part of the preachers. If the people were urged and had explained to 
them these facts, our contributions would be doubled 

Heretofore the society has been printing the Bible in the lan- 
guage of the people among whom our missionaries have been laboring. 

But for lack of money, it has been compelled during the year to 
cease that part of its work, thereby crippling the work of our own mis- 
sionaries. 

Our work in this Conference in behalf of the society, has been 
haphazard and without system, we therefore recommend that an effort 
be made by the preachers to collect five cents per member during tl e 
coming year for this great cause.

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PRESENTATION ADDRESS. 

By W. S. Woodward. 

Mr. President : — This is the ninetieth anniversary of Method- 
ism in Missouri, and the seventy-ninth in our Conference; the first 
circuit in our territory having been projected in 1818 and called 
LaMine. 

The First Methodist meeting house built within our bounds was 
erected two miles east of the LaMine river, in the Walker settlement, 
in 1826, and named Pleasant Green. 

It was my privilege and pleasure during the past year, to preach 
monthly to this congregation. 

At my suggestion, they gave me a stick of timber taken from a 
log of the old meeting house, with the request that I make a cane out 
of it, and present it in open conference to the oldest preacher in our 
Conference. 

At Pilot Grove, an appointment in the original LaMine circuit, 
a young man joined the church in 1836. At Arrow Rock, another 
appointment, he was licensed to preach in 1842, and that year joined 
the Missouri Conference. 

The first five sessions of Conference held in our territory met 
within the original bounds of this old circuit. Pilot Grove, 1832 ; 
Arrow Rock, 1835 ; Boonville, 1838 ; Jefferson City, 1842 ; and 
Boonville. 1846. 

That young man is now the oldest man among us — will be 83 
years old next month 

His name is William J. Brown. Will he now please come forward ? 

My Dear Brother : 

The Pleasant Green church requested me to present you this 
cane with the instruction that when you shall need it no longer, the 
next oldest living native preacher shall receive it, and so on ad infini- 
tive , so that it shall be a perpetual souvenir in our conference. 

Moreover, this cane is representative of the Methodism of seventy- 
five years ago, in that it is simple, plain, pure and strong. 

No snake is coiled around it nor face of vicious animal on its 
head. 

It is pure oak. True, there is a little brass on its foot. But a 
little brass will not hurt an old preacher like you. Too much is some- 
times injurious to young men. But an acquaintance of forty-seven 
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years with you assures me that you have not been hurt with this 
metal. Rather, your need has been a larger supply. 

The religion of our grandfathers and grandmothers was pure, 
gentle, easily entreated and thought no evil. Its ornamentation was a 
“meek and quiet spirit.” Yet, it was a religion of great strength. 
They leaned hard upon the Lord and he sustained them. Many of 
them died shouting and went in holy triumph home to God. 

Had Mr. Edison lived in the Walker settlement in 1826 and 
imparted to this piece of timber the capacity to hear and the power to 
talk, this cane would repeat sermons to you that you would greatly 
enjoy. You would listen again to W. W. Redman, who received you 
into the church, and Jesse Green, who gave you license to preach 
along with Jamison, Lacey, Nicholds, Bond, Jones and many, many 
others. 

Well, as you rest your head on this cane, sitting on your portico, 
in the gloaming of the evening, it will take you in memory back to 
the long ago and put you in hallowed fellowship with beloved brethren 
gone before. 

I once heard Dr. A. L. P. Green relate this incident : 

“I was at a camp meeting preparatory for preaching at night. I 
walked into the woods to meditate and pray. While there in the 
hush of the evening, the brethren in a prayer meeting not far away 
began to sing: ‘We’ll camp upon the mountain in that great day, 
as they sang on : ‘We’ll see the angels marching in that great day*, 
my imagination took wing and I saw the angels marching and as they 
came near me I saw some of the old preachers and one of them, Bro. 
Boucher, cried out : 

‘Alick, fall into ranks!”’ 

Take, my brother, this cane and lean upon it as you halt, feebly, 
to the tomb. 

It may not be long till you shall see the angels marching and 
hear Redman and Greene say, “William, fall into ranks.” 

When you rhall need it no longer, leave it to us who follow you. 
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CONSTITUTION OF BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

ARTICLE I. 

This organization shall be known as the Boarrl of Church Exten- 
sion of the Southwest Missouri Annual Conference ; auxiliary to the 
Parent Board of Church Extension of the M. E. Church, South. 

ARTICLE II. 

The members of this Board shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, and eight managers to be ejected quadrein- 
ially by the annual Conference. The officers shall be elected by the 
Board. '1 he President, Secretary and Treasurer shall constitute an 
executive committee. 

ARTICLE III. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from collections taken 
up in every congregation annually ; and of the funds thus collected, 
or in any other way coming into the treasury of this Board, fifty per 
cent shall be turned over to the General Board. But divisers may 
give special directions to their contributions. 

ARTICLE IV. 

This Board shall hold a regular meeting on the first day of Con- 
ference, at 2:30 p. m., at each session of the annual Conference, to 
receive reports and communications, make arrangements for anniver- 
sary exercises, and transact all other business pertaining to it ; which 
shall be done under the following order : 

1. Are there any vacancies in this Board? 

2. Are there any communications? 

3. Are there any reports ? 

4. What arrangements shall be made for the anniversary exer- 
cises ? 

5. How is the amount assessed upon the anuual Conference 
apportioned among the presiding elders’ districts? 

6. W hat instructions are given to the district stewards? 

ARTICLE V. 

All applications shall be set forth 

1. A description of the church building for which aid is asked. 

2. The estimated and probable cost when completed. 

3. The amount of cash and reliable subscription now on hand. 
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4. The nature of the title, its validity, whether held in trust for 
the M. E. Church, South. 

5. The names of the Board of Trustees. 

6. The number of church members, Sunday School children 
and population of the place, if within a town or city. 

7. Any additional facts that may be required by the Board of 
Executive Committee. 



ARTICLE VI. 

The duties of the officers shall be such as usually appertain to 
such officers in similar bodies. 

In no case shall the Treasurer pay money to aid any church 
building until ordered so to do by the executive committee ; and in 
no case shall the executive committee make an order for such pay- 
ment until furnished with a written certificate from the recorder of 
deeds for the county in which the building is being erected, showing 
that a warranty deed conveying the title of the church property in 
fee simple to the Methodist Episcopal Church South, is on record ; 
aud also a written certificate from the trustees of such church build- 
ing, assuring the executive committee that the amount asked for from 
this Board will open the house for use free from debt. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Board shall have authority at any regular meeting to deter- 
mine what amount of money may be devoted to each applicant; 
provided no money shall be appropriated for other purposes than the 
purchase of lots and erection of churches; and provided further, that 
the Board shall not involve itself in debt. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The executive committee shall execute all orders of the Board ; 
and in the interim of the regular meetings of the Board, may receive 
applications for aid, aud determine the same under the rules govern- 
ing the Board. 

The Secretary shall record in a book all the proceedings of the 
Board, and shall have his record book present at each meeting of the 
Board and executive committee. 

ARTICLE IX. 

A majority of the Board shall constitute a quorum to do business. 
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Vacancies shall be filled by nomination by the Board and elective 
by the Conference. 

ARTICLE X. 

The President shall keep in his office plans of churches, and give 
information on all subjects pertaining to church buildings, when 
sought. 

The secretary shall be specially charged with the care of the 
annual collections, and shall give information on church extension to 
the preachers by circular and such other means as he may deem 
proper. 

ARTICLE XI. 

We recommend that each charge in the Conference bold a church 
extension anniversary during the year, at which time the pastors are 
requested to bring the interests of this board prominently before the 
congregation. 



ARTICLE XII. 

The constitution may be amended at any regular meeting by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting.
